INVESTIGATION: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME; OFFICERS WERE ON ROUTINE PATROL 
IN THE AREA OF THE 1240 VINE ST., WHEN WE RECEIVED A RADIO CALL 
OF A 594 (A) PC - VANDALISM VIOLATION WHICH OCCURRED ON SAID 
PROPERTY. THE INCIDENT WAS OBSERVED BY THE R/P - A SECURITY 
GUARD ON SITE. THE SECURITY GUARD WAS LATER IDENTIFIED AS 
(SEVERENCE, WYATT). SEVERENCE, WYATT, IS EMPLOYED TO PROVIDE 
SECURITY FOR THE PARKING LOT AREA. UPON OUR ARRIVAL, BID 
OFFICERS (MARTINEZ AND FEE) MADE CONTACT WITH THE R/P - 
SEVERENCE, WYATT, WHO ADVISED US THAT THE MALE SUBJECT 
INVOLVED WAS LATER IDENTIFIED AS DEFENDANT (ALANIZ, ELIAS 
RAY), WAS LAST SEEN ENTERING THE OFFICE DEPOT STORE. BID 
OFFICERS THEN ENTERED THE STORE TO MAKE CONTACT WITH THE 
DEFENDANT. BID OFFICERS OBSERVED THE DEFENDANT RUN FURTHER 
INTO THE STORE. AN OFFICE DEPOT EMPLOYEE (LEMUS, DANIEL/ 323- 
947-1274), WAS POINTING AT THE DEFENDANT, SAYING HE TOOK OUR 
STORE ITEMS. THE DEFENDANT SAW BID OFFICER FEE STANDING AT 
THE END OF AN AISLE. THE DEFENDANT INTENTIONALLY RAN 
STRAIGHT TOWARD BID OFFICER FEE AND RAN INTO HIM WITH FORCE. 
A STRUGGLE ENSUED AND THEN BID OFFICER MARTINEZ ASSISTED BID 
OFFICER FEE WITH THE DETAINING OF DEFENDANT WHO CONTINUED 
TO STRUGGLE TO AVOID ARREST. TO PREVENT FURTHER INJURY AND OR
